LUXEMBOURG, June 12 (Reuter) - The three former Soviet republics of Estonia, Lithuania and Latvia, 
shaking off years of dominance by Moscow, signed accords with the European Union on Monday that may 


eventually bring them fully into the EU. 


The accords, also called association agreements, offer trade and cooperation deals but also explicitly hold out 
the prospect of EU membership at a later date. Poland, Hungary, the Czech Republic, Slovakia, Bulgaria and 


Romania already have such accords and have begun to adapt their laws and markets to those of the EU. 


“We hope to be able to join this century," Lithuanian Prime Minister Adolfas Slezevicius told reporters. 


The three Baltic countries are the only former Soviet republics to be eligible for Europe agreements and the 
accompanying promise of EU membership. Germany, Sweden and Finland all have strong ties to the Baltic 


states and have been pressing their case. (continued) 
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
